account  for  our  not  being  able 
to  procure  m  tny  inflaitces  of  nearer  ap- 
pioaches  to  the  pole  than  the  northern 
parts  of  Spitzbergen. 

Fifty  ycafs  ago,  fuch  apprehen^k^ns 
were  entertained  of  navigating  even  in 
the  loole,  or  what  is  called  failing  ice^ 
that  the  crews  commonly  continued  on 
fliorc,  and  only  pui'lue<r  the  whales  in 
brat?,  which  they  curctValfo  on  land. 

The  demand,  however,  for  oil  incrca- 
finp,  whillt  the  number  of  fith  rather  de- 
creafed,  they  were  obliged  to  proce’td  to 
ft-a  in  queft  of  them,  and  now,  by  expe¬ 
rience  and  adroilnefs,  feidotn  fuftcr  from 
the  cbltriie^tiona  of  ice  f. 

The  mailers  of  (hips,  which  are  em¬ 
ployed  in  thifc  trade,  have  no  other  ob- 
lea  but  the  catching  as  many  whales  as 
puliible,  which,  a?  long  as  they  can  pro¬ 
cure  in  more  Ibiuhtrn  latitudes,  they 
certainly  will  not  go  in  fearch  of  at  a 
gr*iaier  diu.*nce  from  the  port  to  wl»icb- 
incy  are  to  return:  they  therefore  fel- 
dom  proceed  Ih youd  N.  lat.  8o,  unlefs 
driven  hy  a  llrong  foutherly  wind,  or  o- 
l!;cr  accident. 

Whenever  this  happens  a!fo,  it  is  only 
by  very  diligent  inquiiies  that  any  infor¬ 
mation  can  be  procured;  for  the  mal- 
tei  s,  not  bwing  comnaonly'  men  of  Icience, 
or  trou'oliiig  llicir  heads  about  the  im¬ 
provement  of  geographical  knowledge, 
nertr  mention  tlitlc  circumftances  on 
their  return,  iMLcaufc  tlfcy  conceive  that 
no  one  is  miue  intcrefted  about  thefe 
matters  than  they  arc  themfelves.  JVfa- 
wy  of  the  Oreenland  mailers  are  likcwife 
dirccled  to  return  after  the  early  rdliery 
i*  over,  provided  they  have  tolerable 
fuccefs;  (*>  that  they  have  no  nppt>rt uni¬ 
ty  of  penetrating  to  the  northward. 

To  the(e  realbns  it  may  be  added, 
that  no  (hips  w'ere  ever  lent  before  lalt 
fummer  with  exprefs  inilruiftions  to 
reach  the  pole  if  poffiblc;  as  all  other 
attempts  have  l)een  to  dilcover  a  Ni  E. 
vv  N.  W.  patfage,  whicli  were  foon  de¬ 
feated  by  falling  in  w  ith  land. 

Having  thus  endeavoured  to  (Itcw, 
that  the  inllancts  of  (hips  reaching  high 
northern  latitudes  mult*  nccelFarily  be 
Tire,  1  fliali  now  proceed  to  lay  before 
the  fucitty  fuch  as  I  have  been  able  to 
hear  cf  ftnee  the  voyage  towards  the 
north  pole  was  undertaken  during  lalt 
^immcr. 

\  Thefe  particular*  T  received  from  capt. 
Kohinfon,  whom  I  (hall  have  hcrcahcr  oeca- 
llou  to  mcolion. 


When  thi?  was  determined  uponythd 
mentioned  in  the  news- papers,  it  be¬ 
came  matter  cf  convcrfation  amongft 
the  crews  of  the  guard-fltips;  and  Aiw 
drew  Lcckic,  an  intciligeot  feaman  oa 
board  the  Albion  (then  ftationed  at  Pfy- 
mt.uth)’,  intornied  fomc  of  thcetScers, 
that  he  had  been  as  far  north  as  84  one- 
half.  ' 

When  he  was  afked  further  on  fbri- 
head,  he  (aid  that  he  was  on  board  the 
Reading,  captain  Tht*mas  Robintbn,.  in 
1766;  and  that,  whllft  he  w'as  Oiafing. 
the  captain,  Mr  Robinfon  told  him  that 
he  had  probably  never  been  fo  far  to  the 
northward  before,  as  they  had  now 
reached  the  above-mentioned  degree  of  - 
latitude. 

Having  happened  to  hear  this  account 
of  Leckie's,  on  my  return  to  London* 
this  winter,  I  fuuruhout  capt.  Ri'binfon, 
who  remembered  having  had  this  coii- 
verfation  with  Leekie,  but  ftid  that  h-n 
was  miftaken  in  foppofing  that  they  had 
reached  84  one-half  N.  lat.  as  they  were 
only  in  8i  onc-haif. 

Capt.  Robinfon  then  explained  him- 
felf,  that  he  h^d  at  this  time  computet# 
his  latitude  by  the  run  back  to  Hakluyt’s- 
Headland  in  twenty-four  hours;  from^ 
which,  and  other  circumftances,  men¬ 
tioned  in  my  prefence  before  two  fea- 
rfliecr?,  they  told  me  afterwards  that 
they  had  little  or  no  doulU  of  the  accu¬ 
racy  of  hi?  reckoning.  Mr  Rt.binfori 
likewile  remembers  that  the  fea  was*' 
then  open,  fo  that'he  hath  no  doubt  of 
being  able  to  penetrate  to  83,  but  bow 
much  further  he  will  not  pretend  to 
fay. 

This  fame  captain,  in  the  ftiip  St 
George,  was,  <*n  the  i  jlh  of  June  1775, 
in  N.  lat.  81°  i6^  by  a>ery  accurate 
obfervaMon  with  an  approved  Hadley’s 
quadrant,  in  which  he  alfo  made  the 
proper  aliowane'c  for  the  refra<5lion  in' 
high’  northern  latitudes,  at  which  lime 
feeing  fome  whales  fpouting  to  the  north¬ 
ward,  he  purfutd  them  for  five  hours, 
fo  that  he  mull  have  reached  Si  one- 
half,  when  the  fca  w’as  open  to  the  weft- 
ward  and  E.  N.  E.  as  far  as  he  could* 
diftinguilh  from  the  rnaft-head.'  His 
longitude  was  then  8^  degrees  E.  from 
the  meridian  of  London. 

Capt.  Robinfon  is  a  very  intelligent 
feaman,  and  hath  navigated  the  Green¬ 
land  feas  thefe  twenty  years,  except  du¬ 
ring  the  interval  that  be  was  employed 
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in  rnrvfying  by  the  HudfonVbay  com¬ 

pany  J. 

1  could  adctrome  other,  perhaps  inte* 
refting,  particulars,  which  1  have  recei¬ 
ved  from  cap:.  Robinfon,  with  regard  to 
^pitzbergen  and  the  northern  teas;  I 
will  only  mention,  however,  that  he 
thinks  he  could  fperul  a  winter  not  un¬ 
comfortably  in  the  moft  northern  parts 
we  are  acquainted  w’ith,  as  there  are 
three  or  four  fmall  fettlcments  of  Ruf- 
/iaus  in  Spitzbergen  for  the  fake  of  the 
(kins  of  quadrupeds,  which  are  then 
n)orc  valuable  than  if  the  animal  is  ta¬ 
ken  in  fummer. 

The  next  inftance  I  (hall  mention  of  a 
navigat<»r  who  hath  proceeded  far  north¬ 
wards  is  that  of  capt.  Cheync,  who  gave 
anfwers  to  certain  queries  drawn  up  by 
Mr  Dalrymple,  F.  R.  S.  in  relation  to 
The  polar  feas,  and  which  were  commu¬ 
nicated  laft  year  to  the  fociety- 

Capt.  Cheyneftates  in  this  paper,  that 
be  hath  been  at>  far  as  N.  lat.  82,  but 
docs  nut  fpccify  w’hcthcr  by  ^^ferva^ 
tion  or  his  reckonings  though,  from 
many  other  anfwers  to  the  interrogato¬ 
ries  propol'ed,  it  (liould  feem  that  he 
fpeaks  of  the  latitude  by  obfervation, 
•Unfortunately  capt.Cheyne  is  at  prefeiat 
on  the  coaft  of  Africa,  fo  that  further  in¬ 
formation  on  this  head  cannot  be  now 
f>n)curcd  from  him. 

Whilft  the  iliips  dedined  for  the  north 
pole  were  preparing,  a  moll  ingenious 
Rud  able  fea-ofheer,  lieut.  John  Cart¬ 
wright,  told  me  that,  twelve  years  ago, 
he  had  been  informed  of  a  very  remark¬ 
able  voyage  made  by  capt.  Mac-Callam 
as  far  nearly  as  84  N.  lat. 

This  account  Mr  Cartwright  had  re¬ 
ceived  from  a  brother  officer,  Mr  James 
Watt,  now  a  lieutenant  in  the  royal  na¬ 
vy,  w'ho  was  on  board  capt.  Mac*Cal- 
lam*b  (hip. 

I  thought  it  my  duty  to  acquaint  the 
admiralty  with  this  intelligence,  who 
would  have  fent  for  Mr  Watt,  but  he 
was  then  employed  on  the  coaft  of  Ame¬ 
rica. 

On  his  return  from  thence  within  the 
laft  month,  Mr  Cartwright  introduced  a 
converfation  with  regard  to  capt*  Mac? 

I  He  lived  during  this  winter  in  Queen- 
ftreet,  near  Grccnland-dock,  .Rotherhithe. 
He  hath  failed  probably  by  this  time  on  the 
Greenland  hthcry.  With  regard  to  his  ha¬ 
ving  been  in  M.  lat.  81  o  30*,  in  June  1773, 
he  can  prove  it  by  hU  jouroal,  if  that  evidence 
ffioiild  he  required* 
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Callam*8  voyage,  when  Mr  Watt  repeat¬ 
ed  all  the  circumftances  which  he- had 
mentioned  to  him  tweWe  years  ago ;  af¬ 
ter  which,  Mr  Cartwiight,  thinking  that 
i  ibould  ^  glad  to  hear  the  particular# 
from  Mr  Watt  himlicif,  was  fo  good  at 
to  bring  him  to  my  chambers,  when  1 
received  from  him  the  following  infor¬ 
mation: 

In  the  year  1751,  Mr  Watt,  then  not 
quite  feventeen  years  of  age,  went  oa 
board  the  Campbeltoii  of  Cainpbelton^ 
capt.  Mac-Callam,  which  fliip  was  then 
employed  in  the  Greenland  filhery. 

It  feems  that,  during  the  time  the 
whales  copulate,  the  crews  of  the  Green¬ 
land  veftcis  commonly  amule  thanfclyet 
on  (here. 

Capt.  Mac-Calhim,  however  {who  wat 
a  very  able  and  feientihe  feamaq)* 
thought  that  a  voyage  to  the  north  pole 
would  be  more  interefting;  and  that  the 
feafon  being  a  fine  one,  he  had  a  chance 
of  penetrating  far  to  the  northward,  as 
well  as  returning  before  the  later  filhery 
took  place.  He  accordingly  proceeded, 
without  the  lead  obftrudion,  to  83  one- 
half,  w’hcn  the  fea  was  not  only  open  to 
the  northward,  but  they  had  not  feen  a 
fpcck  of  ice  for  the  laft  three  degrees  §, 
and  the  weather  at  the  fame  time  was 

§  There  was  alfo  no  diftant  land  then  in 
fight;  a  cireuinftancc  which  is  confirmed  by 
capt.  Alexander  Cluny,  in  a  map  prefixed  to 
a  publication  in  quarto,  intitled,  The  Ameri¬ 
can  Traveller^  printed  for  Dilly  and  Alnitm, 
1769.  This  veryenterprifing  traveller  was  in 
HudfonVbay  in  the  year  1744,  whence,  he 
endeavoured  to  difeover  fhc  N.  W«  paflage  by

(elf  preceded  with  a  compafs  in  his  hand. 

In  1746,  he  was  in  a  Gieenland  fliip  whei| 
he  reached  63  one-half  N.  lat.  and  neaily  in 
the  fame  meridian  with  Hakluyt's  Headland, 
which  r))Ot  he  hath  marked  in  a  map  engra¬ 
ven  tinder  his  direction ;  aud  adds,  that  he 
neither  faw  land  or  ice.

fpCiTsdent. — And  who,  Mr  Printer,  but 
the  mert  incorrigible  ftrcct- walkers,  or 
their  defender^  could  take  offente  at 
this  ? — br  Y«ning  has  long  fince  made 
the  fame  remark :

About  five  in  the  evening  of  the  dal 
*  Kidi  Vol.  xxiii.  P.  ^67.  ‘ 
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on  which  this  ad J  refs  whs  received  at  St 
James’s,  his  majefty  was  gracioiifly  plca- 
lld  to  iflue  his  royal  mandate  tor  the 
immediate  enlargement  of  the  petitioner. 
Having  received  a  letter  from  lordN — h, 
commanding  me  to  wait  upon  his  ma- 
jefty,  1  prccceded  from  the  tower  to  St 
James’s;  where,  being  introduced  into 
the  royal  prefence,  his  majefty,  after 
paying  fome  compliments  to  my  under- 
itanding,  and  exprelF.ng  his  difapproba- 
lion  of  the  treatment  1  had  met  with, 
was  graciouQy  pleafed  thus  to  proceed: 

“  It  is  with  pleafurc  I  now  appoint 
you  one  of  my  privy  council ;  I  alfo 
invert  yon  with  the  charatrtcrand  powers

The  thunder  now  l>egan  to  roll  awfiil 
o’er  the  vault  of  heaven,  the  livid  light¬ 
nings  flalhcd  around,  and  the  big  drops 
cf  rain  that  l  uftling  fell  among  the  leaves 
oi  the  foreft-tregs,  prefaged  the  coming 
fiiower,  when  Candidus,  all  life  and  vi¬ 
gour,  prefled  forward  to  the  appointed 
place.  He  pcflVflcd  that  inward  ferenity 
which  always  accompanies  the  perfor¬ 
mance  of  our  duty.

Government  of  Royal  Boroughs 

in  SCOTLANP. 

By  a  royal  borough  is  in  Scotland 
underdood  an  incorporation  that 
hold  their  lands  of  the  crown,  and  are 
governed  by  magHlrates  of  their  own 
naming,  Tnc  adminillration  of  the  an¬ 
nual  revenues  of  a  royal  borough,  term¬ 
ed  the  cotnmon  good^  is  truRcd  to  the 
nugifliates;  but  not  without  conlroui. 
It  was  originally  fnbjeded  to  tbc  review 
of  the  great  chami>criaM)  ;  and  acetuding- 
ly  the  chap«  39.  ^  45.  of  the  Iter  Ca- 
merariif  contains  the  following  articles, 
recommended  to  the  chamberlain  to  be 
inquit ed  into.  **  Gltf  there  be  an  good 
*  alfedation  and  uptahing  of  the  com- 
‘  mon  good  of  the  burgh,  and  giif  failh- 
‘  ful  compt  be  made  thereof  tothccom- 
*  munity  of  the  burgh;  and  gilf  no 
*  compi  is  made,  he  whom  and  in  quhaes 
*  hands  it  is  come,  and  how  it  paffes  by 
‘  the  community.**  In  purfuance  of 
thele  inltru^ions,  .the  chamberlain’s  pre¬ 
cept  for  holding  the  ayr,  or  circuit,  is 
dirct^ed  to  the  provoll  and  bailies,  en¬ 
joining  thena,  to  call  all  thofe  who  have 
‘  received  any  of  the  town’s  revenues, 
*  or  ufed  any  ofhcc  within  the  burgh, 
‘  fincc  the  latt  chamberlain- ayr,  to  an- 
*  fwer  fuch  things  as  iball  be  laid  to  their 
‘  charge.”  Iter  Camer,  cap*  i.  And 
in  the  third  chapter,  which  contains  the 
forms  of  the  chamberlain-ayr,  the  firlt 
thing  to  be  done  after  fencing  the  court, 
is,  to  call  the  bailies  and  ferjeants  to  be 
challenged  and  accufed  from  the  time  of 
the  I  lk  ayr. 

This  office,  dangerous  by  excels  of 
power,  being  fupprefled,  the  royal  bo¬ 
roughs  were  left  in  a  kate  of  anarcliy. 
The  magiftracy,  being  now  no  longer 
under  any  check  or  controul,  wascoveted 
by  nobleineu  and  gentlemen  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood  ;  who,  under  the  name  of  of¬ 
fice- bearers,  laid  their  hands  on  the  re¬ 
venues  of  the  borough,  and  converted 
to  their  own  profit*  This  corruption 
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was  heavily  complained  of  in  the  reign 
of  James  V. ;  and  a  remedy  was  provi¬ 
ded  by  ad  i6.  pari.  1535,  cnading,  ik. 
That  none  be  qualified  to  be  provok, 
bailie,  or  alderman,  but  an  indwelling 
burgefs.  adly,  That  no  iubabitant 

*  purchafe  lord^ip  out  of  burgh,  to  the 
'  terror  of  bis  coraburgeflfes.  And,  jdiy, 

*  That  all  provoks,  bailies,  and  alder- 
men  of  boroughs,  bring  yearly  to  the 

^  chequer  at  a  day  certain,  the  compt- 

*  books  of  their  common  good,  to  be 
feen  and  confidered  by  the  lords  audi- 

*  tors,  gifif  the  fame  be  fpciided  for  the 
'  common  well  of  the  burgh,  or  not, 

'  under  the  penalty  of  luting  their  free- 

*  dom.  And  that  the  faids  provoks, 

*  bailies,  and  aldermen,  warn  yearly, 

*  fifteen  days  before  their  coming  to  the 

*  chequer,  all  thofe  who  are  willing  to 

*  come  for  examining  the  laid  accountb, 

*  that  they  may  impugn  the  fame,  in  or- 

*  der  that  all  murmur  may  ccafe  in  that 

*  behalf.”  And,  to  enforce  thefe  regu¬ 
lations,  a  brieve  was  ififued  from  the 
chancery,  commanding  the  magikratea 
.  to  prefent  their  accounts  to  the  exche¬ 
quer,  and  fummoaing  the  burgcfics  to 
appear  and  objed  to  the  lame- 

A  defect  in  this  katutc  made  it  lefs  ef¬ 
fectual  than  it  was  intended  10  be.  Ma- 
gikiales,  to  avoid  the  j^enalty,  brought 
the  count-books  of  tbeir  common  good 
to  the  exchequer;  but  they  brought  no 
rental  of  the  common  good  to  found  a 
charge  againk  them.  This  defect  was 
remedied  by  ai^  28.  pari.  1693,  contain¬ 
ing  the  following  preamble :  That  the 
'  royal  boroughs,  by  the  mal-admini- 

*  itration  of  their  magikratea,  have  fal- 

*  len  under  great  debts  and  burdens,  to 

*  the  diminution  of  tbeir  dignity,  and 
‘  the  difabling  of  them  to  ferve  the 

*  crown  and  government  as  they  ought; 
‘  and  that  the  care,  overfight,  and  con- 

*  troul  of  tbc  common  good  of  boroughs, 

*  belong  *to  their  majelties  by  virtue  of 
‘  their  prerogative-royal;  therefore,  for 

*  preventing  the  like  abufes  and  mifap- 

*  plieatioos  in  all  time  thereafter  their 

*  majckics  ftatute  and  ordain.  That  o- 

*  very  burgh- royal,  (hall,  betwixt  and 

*  the  firk  of  November  next,  bring  to 

*  the  lords  of  treafury  and  exchequer,  an 

*  exad  account  of  charge  and  di  (charge, 
'  fubferibed  by  the  magikrates  and  town- 
‘  clerk,  of  their  whole  public  good  and 

*  revenues,  and  of  the  whole  debts  and 

*  incumbrances  that  affeCt  the  lame.'^ 
This  completed  the  remedy,  by  putting

according  to  the  foregoing  refulationr, 
Ard  to  that  end  no  more  is  necifiary, 
but  to ‘igntfv  pitblicly  that  they  arc  re- 
lulvtd  hereafter  ta^ul  thefe  regulations 
in  execution. 

How  beneficial  that  ftep  would  be  to 
ibis  country  in  general,  and  to  the  royal 
lK»roiighs  in  particular,  will  appear  from 
confidcring,  firft,  the  unhappy  confe- 
qnence^  that  relult  from  luflfering  magif- 
•  trates  to  dif;>ore  of  th«  town’s  revenues, 
without  any  check  or  controul ;  and  next 
the  go.)d  (ffids  that  muft  rcfult  from  a 
regular  and  careful  management,  under 
the  iiilpc^^ion  of  the  king’s  judges.  ^ 

The  unhappy  corifequences  of  leaving  * 
magiftrates  without  any  check  or  con¬ 
troul,  are  too  viftble  to  be  difguifed.  The 
revenues  of  a  royal  borough  are  fcldoin 
laid  out  for  the  gov>d  of  the  town,  but  in 
making  friends  to  the  knot  who  arc  vil 
pon'cfiiim  of  the  magiftracy ;  and  in  riot¬ 
ing  and  drnnkennefs,  for  whch  every 
pretext  i'<  laid  hold  of,  particularly  that 
of  hofpitality  to  Grangers.  S«ich  mif- 
management  tends  to  idiencfs,  and  cor* 
ruption  of  manners;  which  according- 
Iv  arc  remarkable  iu  moft  royal  boroughs. 
Nor  is  the  coniagi.m  confined  within  the 
town ;  it  commonly  fpreads  all  around. 

Another  confequence,  no  lefs  fatal,  of 
leaving  magi.Arates  to  aeft  without  coti- 
trc'Ul,  Jsa  ftrt.ngdetire  in  every  licentious 
burgelB,  of  llepping  into  the  magifiracy, 
fi.r  his  own  fake,  and  for  that  of  his 
tr  ends.  Hence  the  fai^iions  and  animo- 
fities  that  prevail  in  almofi  all  the  royal 
horoughi:>;  w'hich  are  violently  and  inde¬ 
cently  pursued,  without  the  leaft  regard 
to  the  good  of  the*commnnity. 

The  greateft  evil  of  all  refpcfls  the 
choice  cf  their  reprefentatives  in  parlia¬ 
ment.  A  habit  of  riot  and  intemperance 
•makes  them  fit  fnbjedts  to  be  corrupted, 
by  every  adventurer  who  is  willing  to 
lay  out  money  f(*r  purchafing  a  leat  in 
pailiameot.  Hence  the  intamous  prac¬ 
tice  of  b-ibcry  at  eU(ifi(  ns,  which  tends 
not  only  to  corrupt  the  whole  mafs  df 
the  ;>eople,  but,  which  is  (till  more 
dreadful,  tends  te^  fill  tbe  h('ufc  of  com¬ 
mons  with  men  of  difl'oliiie  manners, 
void  of  probity  and  honour. 

b*Jt  turri.ig  fri  m  Iceres  lb  difmal,  let 
Of  view  the  beautiful  effeds  that  muft  rc- 
lult  from  an  adrr.iniftration  regularly  car¬ 
ried  cn,  asdirtded  by  the  Aatutes  above- 
mcntioiifd.  1  he  reverrues  of  the  royal 
boroughs  are  lupjHMed  to  be  abeve 
4C,oool.  yearly.  And  were  this  fum, 
or  the  bait  of  it,  prudcniiy  expendedp 
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•for  promoting  arts  and  induftry  among 
the  numtTous  inhabitants  of  royal  bo¬ 
roughs,  the  benefit,  in  a  country  lo  nar¬ 
row  and  poor  as  Scotland,  would  be  im- 
mcnle :  it  w(«uld  tend  to  p()piilation,  U 
Would  greatly  iiicreafe  induftry,  manti- 
fa^iluren,  aoii  commerce,  befides  aug* 
mciiling  the  public  revenue.  In  the  next 
place,  as  there  would  be  no  temptation 
for  dcftgning  men  to  convert  the  burden 
of  magiftracy  into  a  benefit,  fadtiun  and 
difeord  would  vanilh;  and  there  would 
be  nc  lefs  folicitude  to  Ihun  the  burden, 
.than  at  prcl'ent  is  feen  to  obtain  it. 
NiUie  would  fubnut  to  the  burden  but 
the  truly  patriotic,  men  who  would 
chcarfully  beftow  theirtime,  and  perhaps 
their  money,  upon  the  public  ;  and 
w  hofe  ambition  it  would  be  to  acquire  a 
character,  by  pronnoting  induftry,  tem¬ 
perance,  and  honefty,  among  their  fellow- 
citizens. 

•  And  when  the  government  of  the  roy¬ 
al  boroughs  comes  to  be  in  fo  go^ 
hands,  bribery,  which  corrupts  the  very 

•  vitals  of  our  conftitution,  will  be  banilh- 

•  cd  of  courfe.  And  confidcring  the  pro¬ 
per  and  conftitutional  dependence  of  the 
royal  boroughs  upon  the  king’s  judges, 

.we  may  have  reafonable  aft'urance,  that 
few  reprefentatives  will  he  chofeii,  b  >i 
*who  are  friends  to  their  country  aud  to 
their  fovercign.

TURKEY  AND  RUSSIA. 

Ragufay  June  i, 

“  engineers,  artillery  officers, 

1  and  other  officers  of  different  na¬ 
tions,  have  changed  the  French  drefs  for 
the  Turkifti,  and  are  (ct  out  for  the  grand 
vizir’s  army  under  an  efcort  of  janifaries. 
Prince  Radzivil  is  expeded  to  arrive  here 
foon  with  a  numerous  retinue,  and  ac¬ 
commodations  are  preparing  for  him  in 
the  anticnt  college  of  Jefuits.  Nothing 
is  talked  of  here  but  the  armaments  pre¬ 
paring  by  the  Ottomans;  and  this  cam¬ 
paign  will,  it  is  thought,  be  decifive,  if 
the  peace,  for  which  fome  negociations 
have  been  begun,  does  not  prevent  the 
matching  of  the  armies. 

*  *'  It  is  reported  that  the  pacha  of  Scu¬ 
tari,  at  the  head  of  30,000  men.  went  to 
attack  the  mouniaioccrs  00  their  moun¬ 


tains;  but  that  the  latter  had  taken  up 
arms,  and  marchetl  courageoufly  again R 
the  Turks,  whom  they  beat  in  a  pitched 
battle,  and  purfued  them  fo  clofely,  that 
the  pacha  wivu  difficulty  faved  bis  own 
life  and  a  few  men.” 

Vienna,  June  19.  “  By  advicea 
from  the  theatre  of  war  between  the  two 
empires,  we  hear  that  a  corps  of  Ruffianu 
under  gen.  Suwarow,  which  paffed  the 
Danube  near  the  Lake  Karafow,  attacked 
the  pacha,  who  was  encamped  on  the 
borders  of  that  Lake,  and  forced  him  to 
fubmit ;  and  that,  as  foon  as  the  grand 
vizir  heard  of  this  advantage,  be  fent  the 
aga  of  the  janifaries,  with  20,000  men  to 
join  the  pacha  of  Karafow,  and  ftop  tbe 
progrefs  of  the  Ruffians.”

nual  payment,  at  a  moderate  inlercil, 
till  the  whole  debt  cleared  off.**

never  excepted  againft,  or  prohibited  by 
our  patriot?,  becaufe  moft  of  them  were 
deeply  concerned  in  that  fort  of  traffic, 
and  the  inhabitants  could  not  live  with¬ 
out  the  rum,  which  is  diftilled  from 
molaiTes.  Our  lawgivers  have  brought 
thcmfclves  into  their  prefent  diftreUful 
iituatiun.  The  owners  of  wharfs,  and 
the  Weft-India  merchants,  who  arc  great 
finugglers,  w’ill  be  the  greateft  fufterers: 
the  ftrft  will  f.ave  no  bulinefs  at  their 
wnarfs,  and  the  molafl'es  and  fugar  of 
the  fecond  are  bulky  and  cheap  articles, 
and  of  cuurfc  the  tw’enty  miles  carriage 
will  be  proportionably  high,  which  will 
enable  the  diftiliers,  and  the  merchants 
of  Salem  and  Marblehead,  to  underfcll 
the  people  of  the  fame  occupations  at 
Bofton  confiderably.  Diftillery  will  be 
totally  ruined  at  Bofton,  except  what  is 
conlumed  in  the  town;  all  the  exporta¬ 
tion  to  the  coaft  of  Guinea  will  be  loft 
to  our  diftiliers  till  the  port  is  opei>ed, 
S3  our  Guinea  merchants  will  tind  it 
more  advantageous  for  them  to  deal 
with  the  diftiliers  of  Salem  and  Marble¬ 
head,  by  which  they  will  fave  the  land 
carriage  from  and  to  thefe  ports.

Postscript  to  Foreign  History. 

Dantzickf  July  8.  “  Every  road 

leading  to  the  city  is  guarded  by  Pruffian 
troops,  to  hinder  the  neighbouring  pro¬ 
vinces  from  bringing  provifions  hither^ 
and  we  begin  already  to  feel  a  great  fcar- 
city  here. 

“  Wc  are  juft  informed  of  another 
engagement  between  the  Polilh  and  Pruf- 
fian  troops  in  Great  Poland,  which  hap- 
pened  on  the  a7th  ult.  near  Slupza. 
The  Pruffians  inliiUd  on  taking  poflef- 
fion  of  the  cities  of  KopieU  and  Slupza; 
the  Polilh  troops  relifting  them,  a  regu¬ 
lar  battle  was  fought,  in  which  thePruf- 
ftan  major,  Danorowitz,  was  killed  ;  ge¬ 
neral  Loflbw  had  a  very  narrow  cfcape* 
bis  horfc  being  (hot  under  him.  Th^ 
Pruffians,  however,-  gained  the  battle, 
killed  a  great  number  of  the  Poles,  made 
the  reft  prifoners  of  war,  and  took  pof- 
feffion  of  the  above  two  places.  This  is 
the  third  time  that  the  Pruffians  have  ex¬ 
ecuted  hpftilitics  agaiiift  the  Poles,  con¬ 
trary  to  the  treaty  iigoed  on  the  ijih  of 
April  177a;  and  there  arc  many  grounds 
to  ftippofc,  that  this  violent  conduift  of 
the  king  of  Pruffia  will  eftfedt  a  war  oa 
the  Continent.”

iiror.ger  party  in  quett  of  the  ftrft,  which 
liic  cannibaU,  elated  with  their  late  fuc- 
cJfes,  in  itnmcnfc  multitudes  immedi¬ 
ately  attacked  with  the  ntmoft  fury  and 
vi()lence.  The  Ihip’s  company,  having 
been  upon  their  gitard,  proceeded  with 
cjolnels  and  deliberation,  and  lutfered 
the  lavage#  to  approach  lo  near,  that  by 
a  general  dilcharge  every  fliot  did  cxr- 
cuiioii,  and  threw  them  into  the  ntmoft 
confternation  ;  many  of  them  were  kil¬ 
led,  and  the  reft  retreated  wnth  the  ut- 
mi'll  precipitation  to  the  w^oods  and 
moiinuins.  Here  they  difeovered  where 
I'ue  infernal  rcpalt  had  been  held  upon 
their  poor  companions,  by  the  number 
of  human  bones  and  fragments  lying  a- 
round;  and  what  wa^  very  remaikable, 
the  only  ivilerable  remains  of  diftmClion 
that  coiilii  be  difeovered,  was  the  hand 
of  one  Hill,  who  had  hi-*  name  tattoo’d 
upon  it  during  their  abnde  at  Oiahtiie.

Hemp  HoutiIIks 
there  lpontanci»nll)  in  prodigmua  qiiau 
liiits,  and  is  faui  to  be  of  a  luptrioi  na¬ 
ture  to  that  whie’i  is  produced  in  Eu¬ 
rope.  Flax  is  alu>  bmad  there  in  great 
a  *  jndance.  Fhe  furgeon  of  the  Endea¬ 
vour,  who  is  well  ikilled  in  mineralogy, 
we  are  alVured,  ha#  found  feveral  pieces 
i)t  lead  and  iron  ore;  circumftances 
winch,  coiilidcrcd  together,  Ihould  furc- 
ly  make  this  fpot  an  object  of  conliJera- 
tion,  vith  retpe^f  to  its  Icltlement,  to 
the  Biitiih  adminiftration.

all  ftraiigcrs.  His  majefty  very  freely 
Ihook  him  by  the  hand.  The  innocent 
native  freedom  of  this  Indian  vititorcau- 
fed  a  good  deal  of  mirth  and  pleafantry 
among  the  noblemen,  5:c.  attending  the 
levee. 

On  Thurfday  the  native  of  Otaheite 
dined  with  the  duke  of  Olouceftcr,  ac¬ 
companied  by  Mcifi  s  Bmks  and  Solan- 
der,  b*>th  of  whom  retain  a  fuiftciciic 
knowledge  of  tlic  language  of  tint  coun¬ 
try,  to  convurle  familiarly  with  this  ad¬ 
venturer.
